JERUSALEM, Jan. 9.—(BUP)—Hundreds of Arab 
troops invaded north Palestine from the Levant today and at- 
tacked two Jewish towns from which they were officially 
reported beaten back by British and Jewish fighting units 
supported by Royal Air Force Spitfires, 

The British Army reported that three Jews were 
killed and eight were wounded, with no British casualties, 
It said Arab losses were not known. 

A seven-hour battle raged around Dan and Kefar Szold, 
Jewish towns in the extreme corner of northeastern Palestine. 
It was regarded here as the first major Arab blow in a threat- 
ened holy war, a test attack in the nature of the allied raid on 
Dieppe rather than the start of fighting in earnest.

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The “No Sale” Reaction 


Housewives in Victoria have a new chant. 
They march into the meat shops, look at the 
prices, and intone—softly or otherwise— 
“You can keep it; we don’t want it.” 

All across Canada consumers are doing 
and saying the same thing—-saying it men- 
tally if not audibly. For whatever reason, 
as the result of whatever facts or motives, 
meat has soared out of range of buyers who 
have small or only modest incomes—and of 
better-off buyers who would rather do with- 
out than pay so much. A serious slump in con- 
sumption is inevitable, is in fact under way. 

Whether or how far this will cause prices 
to drop depends on how much prices have

only, Processors and dealers cannot afford 
to sell meat for less than it costs them plus 
a fair margin of return on their investments 
and for their services. Consumers should re- 
member this, even though the prices asked 
from them may be more than they can afford 
to pay. If there is no marking-up beyond 
these proper limits, refusing to buy cannot 


bring prices down. It can only cause the shops | 


to stop handling the kinds of meat which 
do not sell. 

Nor should it be forgotten that outside 
Canada there is a great chasm of hunger, 
into which basic foods of all kinds are pour- 
ing from countries which have any to spare, 
with no immediate prospect that the gut- 
flow will or can stop. That chasm is what a 
group of United States economists were look- 
ing at the other day when they predicted 
that both production and prices there are 
likely to rise in coming months. The same 
reasoning applies to Canada. Both these 
countries are now producing ample food for 
their own people. It is the demand abroad 
that is playing havoc with supplies and prices 
at home. 

Controls could do no more than buyer- 
resistance to force prices below the economic 
level. Even paying producer-subsidies would 
only be paying part of the necessary prices 
out of the tax-money pocket instead of paying 
the whole amount out of the house-money 
pocket. The most that either controls or 
buyer-resistance can do is eliminate profit- 
cering—if there is profiteering. 


Alberta’s Speed Law 


It is reported that provincial legislation 
will be sought in February to legally limit 
the traffic speed on Alberta highways to 50 
miles per hour. 

Against this proposal many organizations 
have entered a protest, arguing that traffic 
safety cannot be assured by an arbitrary 
speed limit. 

It is very true that 50 miles an hour is 
much too fast for many drivers and many 
types of vehicles. Some drivers are a traffic 
hazard at 25 miles per hour. Others can travel 
at 60 or 65 miles without offering any threat 
to the safety of themselves or others. 

The point is that so many factors enter 
into traffic safety that a single arbitrary 
speed limit is bound to cause some hardship 
and injustice. The condition of the highway, 
the skill of the driver, the efficiency of the 
vehicle—all must be considered in fixing a 
maximum rate of speed consistent with 
safety, 

Even some cities have found it convenient 
to forget about speed limits and oblige the 
motorist only to drive to the common safety. 
In this way, al) the factors that make for 
danger or safety can be taken into considera- 
tion without penalizing the good drivers of 
good vehicles for the potential offences of 
the poor ones, 


Counting on Canada 

If anyone supposed the United States was 
proposing to take on the whole job of feeding 
western Europe and building up its produc- 
tive capacity, he will see his mistake in fig- 
ures released at Washington, These show 
that Canada is counted on to supply materi- 
als, from wheat, timber, iron ore to mach- 
inery, in quantities which an amazed official 
at Ottawa describes as “astronomical” 

The expression conveys a doubt that the 
Dominion can supply all the commodities ex- 
pected from it. That our people will do their 
best is certain, They have been doing that, 
as a matter of humanity and good business, 
ever since Hitler started ruin 
ramp. There is no room to doubt that they

They Have Their Chance 

Top German officials needed only twenty- 
four hours to decide to accept the proposal 
to set up a West German state. And they ac- 
cepted the plan as it was presented by the 
United States and Brtiish military gover- 
nors, 

The hopeful inference is that the officials, 
| too, recognized that progress toward restora- 
| tion was too slow under the present adminis- 
trative set-up, and think better headway will 
be made under German direction. Nor, ap- 
parently, are they hostile to the scheme be- 
cause Russia refuses to place Eastern Ger- 
many in the merger of zones. 

The makers of the plan were careful to 
give no impression that they expect or want 
| the new state to constitute the Germany of 
| the future, or the arrangement to be consid- 
ered as anything more than temporary— 
pending the presently impossible but even- 
tually hoped-for unification of the country. 

Thus the bizonal state will have a gov- 
ernment called by another name, a parlia- 
ment known under some other title, and a 
central bank that will be called something 
else, The new legislature will have only limit- 
ed taxing powers, but will not be starved 
into impotence because it can call on the 
individual states to supply what money it 
needs, 


The constitution prescribed lays down 
restrictions which limit the new “govern- 
ment” to economic matters. It is to be given 
no power to raise an army. And to make 
sure that it keeps within these lines an Allied 
occupation headquarters will be established 
at Frankfurt. 

The economic salvation of two-thirds of 
Germany is thus placed in German hands. If 
they make a good job of it and avoid offence, 
it is not impossible that the French zone will 
be added to the new federal state. And that 
is the only condition on which Germans can 


expect Russia to pull out and let the eastern 
zone join up to re-establish pre-war Germany.

Alas, how 
short is the memory of the public, 

Let's look at this butter thing, 
With the exception of a couple of 
years at the close of World War 
One, and during the last four oF 
ive months with this exception, 
during the 40 years that I have 
been farming, we, that is those of 
us milking cows in Canada, have 
been getting up at anywhere from 
4:30 to 5:00 am. to milk the cows, 
to work without any kind of wages, 
to exploit our children and our 
wives. Not an 8-hour day or a 40- 
hour week, but a 16-hour day and 
a 112-hour week, All this to put 
butter, cheap butter, on the tables 
of those who are kicking so vehe~ 
mently and so fllogically today. 
Was there a thought given to the 
slave conditions of that production

Now, in the last six months there 
is a price which covers the cost of 
production (at least for the time 
being) but which would have to 
stand for a long time for the farm- 
er to recover even a small part of 
the losses of the past 50 years or 
more. Even at present prices for 
butter fat with wages and other 
costs all rapidly rising, any margin 
in butter fat that exists at the 
present time is going very fast. We 
have a four hundred million dollar 
dairy industry in Canada, It might 
be well worthwhile retaining it, It 
{has brought a lot of new money 
into Canada. Ali talk of comparing 
jconditions here in Canada with 
|New Zealand and the United States 
is entirely illogical because of the 
| difference in climate and feeding 
| conditions 

Those of you who look with 
| pleasant anticipation in the early 
|hours of the morning lo a couple 
of hours more sleep just give a 
jthought to those thousands who are 
at that moment milking cows, And 
the milking Is only one part of it, 
Therg is the separating, washing 
land sterilizing of utensils, hauling 
cream and milk, running the vari- 
ous plants, cutting hay in the heat 
summer, pitching feed, cutting 
bundles and grinding feed. A big 
investment, losses of various 
kinds, disease—all this and much 
more. Why should these men and 
women not be paid a decent wage 
for a reasonable standard of liv- 
ing? I think more Canadians will
